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General  Information 

HE  Western  Pennsylvania  Institution  for  the 
Blind  is  a school  for  children  in  the  Western 
section  of  the  state  who  are  blind  or  whose 
eyesight  is  so  defective  as  to  prevent  them  from 
receiving  an  education  in  the  public  schools.  The  course 
of  study  is  similar  to  that  given  in  the  public  and  high 
schools.  Ins  ruction  is  also  given  in  vocal  and  instrumental 
music,  industrial  and  household  occupations  and  physical 
training. 

Careful  attention  is  given  to  the  comfort  and  welfare 
of  each  child,  both  in  class  and  out  of  class.  The  institution 
is  non-sectarian  and  is  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the 
State.  Candidates  for  admission  must  be  of  school  age, 
capable  of  education,  of  good  moral  character  and  free 
from  chronic  infection. 

Pupils,  whose  parents  are  unable  to  pay  their  tuition, 
are  given  the  benefits  and  privileges  of  the  school  free  of 
charge.  Parents  or  guardians  are  required,  however,  to 
defray  the  traveling  expenses  and  supply  a sufficient  quan- 
tity of  good,  comfortable  clothing  plainly  marked  with  the 
full  name  of  the  child.  A clothing  list  is  sent  with  the 
notice  for  admission  and  must  be  accurately  filled  out  and 
returned  when  the  child  enters  school,  so  proper  record  of 
all  clothing  may  be  kept.  A contingent  fee  of  five  dollars 
should  be  deposited  for  repairing  shoes  and  glasses,  dry 
cleaning  and  other  incidental  expenses  likely  to  be  incurred 
during  the  session. 

Parents  or  guardians  are  kept  well  informed  as  to  the 
condition  of  their  children,  and  in  case  of  serious  sickness, 
immediately  notified  by  telephone  or  telegram.  All  pupils 
must  be  removed  from  the  school  at  the  close  of  each 
term  and  at  any  other  time  when  necessity  requires.  When- 
ever there  is  contagious  disease  in  a pupil’s  home,  parents 
must  advise  Superintendent  at  once  so  that  proper  precau- 
tion can  be  taken  to  prevent  bringing  it  into  the  school. 
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Visitors  are  cordially  welcomed  to  see  the  work  of  the 
school  at  any  time. 

The  ground  on  which  the  school  is  built  was  presented 
by  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Schenley ; and  a large  portion  of  the 
money  for  the  erection  of  the  buildings  was  bequeathed  by 
Miss  Jane  Holmes  and  Mr.  John  Porterfield.  This  prop- 
erty is  held  in  trust  for  the  blind  by  a Board  of  Corporators. 

Carnegie  Institute,  Library  and  Music  Hall,  Carnegie 
Institute  of  Technology,  University  of  Pittsburgh,  Schenley 
High  School,  Schenley  Park  and  other  places  of  interest 
in  this  beautiful  and  educational  section  of  the  city  are  con- 
venient and  afford  splendid  advantages  for  our  students. 

The  school  is  located  in  Pittsburgh  at  the  corner  of 
Bellefield  Avenue  and  Bayard  Street,  and  can  be  easily 
reached  from  almost  any  part  of  the  city  by  various  lines 
of  eelctric  cars.  Xos.  71,  72,  75,  76,  82  and  92  come  within 
two  blocks  of  the  school. 

Blank  forms  of  application  for  admission  will  be  fur- 
nished at  an\-  time  by  the  Superintendent,  but  no  child  will 
be  admitted  until  an  application  has  been  returned  with  all 
questions  satisfactorily  answered  and  been  approved  bv  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

I he  Superintendent  will  appreciate  receiving  the  name 
avd  address  of  any  child  eligible  for  admission.

President  J.  M.  Schoonmaker  presented  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  On  motion,  the  report 
was  accepted  and  ordered  printed. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer,  Joseph  Horne  Holmes, 
was  read  and  showed  the  following  balances : General

report  was  approved  and  ordered  printed,  with  the  certifi- 
cate of  the  auditors. 

The  Superintendent's  report  was  read,  approved  and 
ordered  printed. 
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On  motion,  bv  Mr.  Blackburn,  seconded  by  Mr.  Lin- 
coln, Messrs  George  D.  Edwards,  Win.  M.  Furev  and 
Joseph  H.  Holmes  were  re-elected  to  succeed  themselves  as 
Directors  of  the  Institution. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Furev.  seconded  by  Air.  Blackburn, 
Messrs.  Louis  W.  Hicks,  A.  Edward  Niemann.  C.  D.  Arm- 
strong and  Rev.  Hugh  Thomson  Kerr,  D.D.  were  unani- 
mously elected  members  of  the  Board  of  Corporators. 

Tributes  to  the  memory  of  Charles  L.  Taylor  and  John 
Bindley,  members  of  our  Board  of  Corporators,  who  passed 
away  since  the  last  meeting,  were  presented  and  ordered 
printed  in  the  Annual  Report. 

Marwick,  Mitchell  Company,  honorary  auditors  of  the 
Institution,  were  elected  for  the  coming  vear,  and  a vote 
of  thanks  passed  for  their  services  during  the  year. 

A hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  our  Counselor, 
John  Dean  Brown,  for  his  many  services  during  the  year, 
and  to  Dr.  J.  Clvde  Markel,  Ophthalmologist,  for  his  serv- 
ices to  our  children. 

A vote  of  thanks  was  passed  for  donations  and  cour- 
tesies received  during  the  year  and  due  acknowledgment  to 
be  made  in  the  Annual  Report. 

After  discussion  of  matters  of  general  interest  to  the 
school,  it  was  decided  to  suggest  to  the  Board  of  Directors 
to  change  the  name  from  the  “Wesern  Pennsylvania  Insti- 
tution for  the  Blind”  to  “Western  Pennsylvania  School  for 
the  Blind,”  as  that  more  nearly  expresses  the  work  that  is 
being  done. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  ad- 
journed. 


CHARLES  LEWIS  TAYLOR 
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In  Memoriam 

CHARLES  LEWIS  TAYLOR 


It  is  with  profound  sorrow  that  we  record  the 
death  of  Charles  Lewis  Taylor,  honored  Vice-Pres- 
ident of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  this  Institution, 
and  Chairman  of  its  Executive  Committee,  which 
occurred  at  Santa  Barbara,  California,  on  the  third 
of  February,  1922.  It  is  impossible  in  any  minute 
or  by  any  words  to  express  adequately  what  his  in- 
terest in  the  work  of  this  Institution  has  meant  to 
its  officers,  teachers  and  pupils.  He  it  was  who,  in 
1907,  equipped  our  department  for  printing  em- 
bossed literature.  In  later  years,  as  the  value  of 
this  work  was  demonstrated,  he  equipped  the  de- 
partment with  the  most  modern  machinery  and 
largely  endowed  it  with  funds  for  its  maintenance 
and  operation.  His  generosity  has  made  possible 
the  publication  of  our  quarterly  embossed  magazine 
for  the  pupils  and  graduates,  and  its  free  distribu- 
tion to  every  institution  for  the  blind  in  America 
and  in  many  foreign  lands,  as  well  as  to  all  public 
libraries  having  a department  of  embossed  books. 
He  assured  the  publication  at  Christmas  in  each 
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year  of  a story  in  Braille  for  the  pupils  in  the  school, 
its  graduates,  and  the  schools  and  libraries  of  the 
blind  everywhere — not  only  at  Christmas,  but  at 
other  times  through  the  year.  We  recognize  that, 
tremendous  as  was  his  influence  for  good  in  this 
institution,  his  work  with  us  represented  only  one 
of  the  many  causes  which  attracted  his  love,  sym- 
pathy and  help.  The  unfortunate  and  dependents 
worthy  of  help  in  every  held  enlisted  his  activities. 
With  such  a life-record,  it  seems  needless  to  refer 
to  his  keen  intellect,  his  splendid  business  success 
and  ability,  his  sound  and  able  judgment,  his  clean 
and  upright  Christian  life.  He  showed  in  every 
aspect  and  angle  of  his  life  in  relation  to  the  things 
and  persons  that  attracted  him  those  fine  and  splen- 
did qualities  which  are  found  only  in  the  true  helper 
and  true  friend. 

The  above  tribute  was  adopted  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  April 
II,  1922,  and  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Corporators,  May  1,  1922. 
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In  Memoriam 


JOHN  BINDLEY 


All  that  was  mortal  of  Mr.  John  Bindley  was  laid 
peacefully  at  rest  in  the  Allegheny  Cemetery  on 
Tuesday,  December  20,  1921.  His  spirit  had  left 
him  the  Friday  preceding  at  his  home,  El  Jardin, 
Cocoanut  Grove,  Florida,  which  home  he  had  just 
completed  with  almost  affectionate  care  and  in- 
terest. 

Mr.  Bindley  had  rounded  out  a fully  matured  life. 
There  was  nothing  spasmodic  or  meteoric  in  his 
career.  All  was  deliberately  considered  and  prede- 
termined by  him  and  his  purposes  were  deeply 
rooted.  He  developed  and  grew,  like  a great  oak, 
stronger  and  more  stable1  each  year ; so  that  his 
great  successes  in  life  were  but  the  result  of  his 
plan  of  life.  He  had  far-seeing  vision  without  im- 
agination. He  was  decided  in  opinion  and  persist- 
ent in  purpose,  but  not  obstinate.  He  was  true  to 
his  friends  and  to  his  duty  to  his  associates,  his  city 
and  his  community.  Duty  was  to  him  a high  com- 
mand. So  punctilious  was  he  in  this  regard  that  he 
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made  it  almost  a matter  of  conscience  to  be  on  time 
for  any  engagement,  social,  business  or  public. 

He  was  accessible,  courteous  and  amiable  in  his 
intercourse  with  his  fellow  men  and  most  affection- 
ate in  his  family  relations.  He  ranked  equally  high 
as  a merchant,  a manufacturer,  a financier,  and  as 
an  executive  of  a large  organization. 

Mr.  Bindley  was  elected  a member  of  the  Board  of 
Corporators  of  this  Institution  in  1910.  From  time 
to  time  he  visited  the  school  and  was  a liberal  con- 
tributor to  its  building  fund.  He  was  very  much 
interested  in  its  progress  and  success.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Directors 


To  the  Board  of  Corporators, 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : The  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Western  Pennsylvania  Institution  for  the  Blind  respectfully 
submit  to  you  the  Thirty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Institu- 
tion, which  shows  the  administration  of  the  business  affairs, 
as  well  as  the  activities  of  the  school,  for  the  year  ending 
April  30,  1922. 

The  last  Legislature  granted  us  a deficiency  appropria- 
tion of  $40,000  for  the  two  fiscal  years  ending  May  31, 
1921.  This  was  almost  four  thousand  less  than  we  had  ex- 
pended. The  four  hundred  dollars  per  capita  which  was 
appropriated  for  each  of  the  two  years  in  the  present  Legis- 
lative period  is  falling  far  short  of  our  requirements,  and 
will  necessitate  another  deficiency  appropriation.  We  are 
hoping  that  the  new  Department  of  Public  Welfare  which 
supersedes  the  old  Board  of  Public  Charities  will  recom- 
mend adequate  appropriations  for  our  Institution  to  the 
next  Legislature,  which  meets  in  January.  It  has  been  a 
source  of  pride  to  our  Board  that  our  school  has  taken  a 
leading*  place  among  similar  schools  in  the  United  States, 
but  we  cannot  hope  to  keep  up  this  high  standard  unless 
necessary  funds  are  provided.  The  graduates  of  our  school 
are  making  good  in  various  occupations  and  professions 
and  it  was  very  pleasing  to  meet  such  a fine,  intelligent  group 
of  people  as  those  who  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Alumni 
Association  at  the  Institution  last  June. 

Our  Special  Visitors’  Days  which  have  been  arranged 
each  month  during  the  school  year  in  charge  of  special  com- 


mittees  from  our  two  Boards  have  stirred  up  renewed  in- 
terest in  the  activities  of  the  school  and  have  called  attention 
to  some  of  the  pressing  needs.  One  good  friend  installed  at 
his  own  expense  modern  lighting  fixtures  in  the  class  rooms, 
dining  room,  offices  and  first  floor  halls.  Another  presented 
the  children  with  the  latest  radio  receiving  set,  an  Aeriola 
Grand,  thus  enabling  the  whole  school  at  one  time  to  get  the 
benefit  of  the  lectures,  concerts,  etc.,  which  are  broadcasted 
daily.  Another  gave  a sum  of  money  to  beautify  the 
grounds.  A handsome  victrola  was  also  donated,  and 
another  friend  gave  a valuable  set  of  children’s  books. 
Additional  playground  apparatus  has  been  promised,  and 
others  have  helped  in  various  ways.  These  practical  evi- 
dences of  interest  have  been  very  encouraging  to  our  Board. 

It  is  with  deep  sorrow  and  regret  that  we  here  record 
the  death  since  the  last  meeting  of  two  member^  of  our 
Board  of  Corporators,  Charles  L.  Tavlor  and  John  Bindley. 
Mr.  Taylor  was  very  closely  identified  with  the  work  of  the 
school,  having  been  a member  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
and  its  first  vice-president.  The  Charles  L.  Taylor  Printing 
Department  will  long  remain  as  a monument  to  its  founder. 
Its  benefits  reach  the  blind,  not  onlv  in  this  country,  but  in 
foreign  lands.  Mr.  Bindley  was  also  verv  much  interested 
in  the  work  of  the  school  and  was  a generous  contributor  to 
its  building  fund. 

The  terms  of  office  of  Messrs.  William  M.  Furey, 
George  D.  Edwards  and  Joseph  Horne  Holmes  expire  at 
this  time,  and  their  successors  should  be  elected  at  this  meet- 
ing. During  the  year  the  Board  of  Directors  elected  James 
H.  Hammond  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  the  late  Charles 
L.  Taylor. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  for  the  generous  remembrances 
of  our  friends  who  have  passed  away.  In  the  will  of  the 
late  Henry  Laughlin  of  Chestnut  Hill,  Philadelphia,  we  are 
to  receive  fifty  thousand  dollars.  Mr.  Taylor  before  his 
death  arranged  a trust  fund  under  which  the  Charles  L. 
Taylor  Printing  Department  receives  an  additional  endow- 


ment  of  ten  thousand  dollars.  Under  the  will  of  the  late 
Henrv  Kirke  Porter  the  school  will  eventually  receive  the 
sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

Assuring  you  of  our  continued  interest  in  this  work  for 
the  sightless  and  with  sincere  appreciation  of  the  loyalty 
and  fidelity  of  the  staff  of  teachers  and  officers,

The  health  of  the  pupils  has  been  unusually  good.  Al- 
though a number  of  epidemics  have  passed  around  the  com- 
munity, we  have  been  fortunate  in  es- 
health  ca]>ing  them.  The  reports  of  our 

physician,  ophthalmologist,  and  doctor 
of  dentistry  are  attached  and  explain  in  detail  all  informa- 
tion concerning  the  health  of  the  children. 
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I am  very  glad  to  report  that  few  changes  have  taken 
place  in  our  staff  of  teachers  and  officers.  Mr.  Chester 
Smith,  boys’  physical  director,  accepted 
changes  a very  important  position  under  the 

in  staff  Bellevue  Board  of  Education.  He  is 

succeeded  by  Mr.  Lester  Showalter,  an 
experienced  instructor.  Miss  Bertha  Wilcox  resigned  to 
take  up  library  work  and  is  succeeded  by  Miss  Ella  Buckley, 
a trained  public  school  teacher.  Mr.  A.  H.  Cox,  principal 
of  the  Industrial  Department  and  supervisor  of  boys,  re- 
signed to  accept  a position  in  the  Oklahoma  School  for  the 
Blind.  Mr.  Giovianni  Giardini  succeeds  him  as  boys’  super- 
visor and  instructor  of  manual  training.  Mrs.  Bruce  suc- 
ceeds Mrs.  Hundley  as  housemother  of  the  Kindergarten 
department. 

There  is  very  little  new  to  report  in  the  Literary,  Music 
and  Industrial  departments.  The  work  has  progressed  much 
as  usual.  Revised  Braille  is  now  in  use 
department  in  Kindergarten  and  up  to  and  includ- 
work  mg  fourth  grade.  The  Conservation 

of  Vision  Classes  continue  to  serve  a 
valuable  purpose.  The  Project  Method  which  has  been  con- 
tinued this  year  in  the  Kindergarten  is  very  interesting,  and 
is  developing  initiative  in  the  children  to  an  unusual  degree. 

This  year  we  have  had  night  school  for  the  benefit  of  a 
few  of  our  pupils  who  left  school  for  one  reason  or  another 
before  completing  their  work  in  the  Literary  Department. 
These  young  people  are  delighted  to  have  the  opportunity 
of  completing  their  course  and  three  of  them  will  receive 
diplomas  in  June. 

One  new  industrial  subject  taught  this  year  is  pine- 
needle  work.  A number  of  attractive  baskets  and  other 
articles  have  been  made  from  raffia  and  long  pine-needles 
grown  in  Mississippi.  This  affords  a variety  of  work  for 
our  girls  and  the  articles  made  should  meet  with  a ready 
sale.  The  repairing  of  victrolas  and  phonographs  which 
was  introduced  last  year  has  been  carried  on  successfully 
during  the  present  session. 


Last  June  four  of  our  pupils  ■ graduated  jointly  from 
our  school  and  from  the  Schenley  High  School.  These 
students  attended  Schenley  High 
graduates  School,  taking  all  their  literary  work 

there,  and  having  their  reading  done  at 
the  Institution  after  school  hours.  They  received  their  in- 
struction in  typewriting,  physical  work  and  industrial  work 
in  our  school.  One  of  these  entered  Hood  College,  another 
engaged  in  commercial  business,  another  is  following  his 
trade  of  piano  tuning,  and  the  other  expects  to  enter  col- 
lege to  fit  herself  to  become  a teacher  of  physical  culture. 
Among  our  graduates  of  the  past  few  years,  one  graduated 
from  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  with  high  honors,  and 
is  acquiring  an  excellent  reputation  as  literary  secretary  to 
the  head  of  a large  advertising  company.  Another  recently 
received  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Chiropractic.  Another 
has  large  music  classes  of  seeing  children.  Two  others  are 
seniors  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 

In  the  annual  athletic  competition,  held  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  National  Athletic  Association  of  Schools  for 
the  Blind,  our  girls  carried  off  first 
athletics  place  in  the  United  States,  and  our 

boys  made  a similar  record.  We  feel 
a great  deal  of  pride  in  the  accomplishment  of  both  boys 
and  girls.  These  successes  were  obtained  only  through 
careful  training  and  real,  earnest  effort. 

Before  the  close  of  school  in  June,  the  President  of  our 
Board  of  Directors,  Col.  J.  M.  Schoonmaker,  presented  a 
handsome  cup  as  a trophv  to  be  com- 
schoon maker  peted  for  annually  by  a team  from  our 

trophy  school  and  one  representing  the  alumni 

and  former  pupils.  The  first  contest 
was  held  in  June  and  the  school  team  came  off  triumphant. 
The  contest  will  be  held  at  the  same  time  this  year,  but  the 
alumni  team  will  be  better  organized  and  have  longer  time 
for  practice,  so  it  will  be  a very  close  match.  It  is  impos- 
sible to  calculate  what  a splendid  effect  these  annual  con- 
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tests  will  have  upon  the  former  pupils  who  take  part  in 
them.  They  seldom  have  opportunity  and  very  few  have 
the  inclination  to  keep  up  practice  in  gymnastics  or  athletics, 
and  some  stimulus  was  needed  to  encourage  them  to  re- 
new their  activity  in  athletics.  W e have  opened  up  our 
gymnasium  and  athletic  field  to  all  former  pupils  who  wish 
to  use  them  for  practice.  It  should  make  these  young  men 
better  able  to  carrv  on  their  work  in  life  if  development  of 
the  body  is  kept  up. 

The  care  and  training  of  children  outside  the  class 
room  presents  many  problems,  especially  in  a congregate 
school.  As  these  children  are  away 
character  from  home  the  major  portion  of  the 

building  year,  the  school  must  of  necessity  as- 

sume many  of  the  responsibilities  of 
the  parents.  The  variety  of  homes  from  which  these  chil- 
dren come  adds  greatly  to  the  task.  The  gentle-mannered 
child  and  the  rough,  boisterous  one  have  both  to  be  assim- 
ilated into  the  big  family,  and  both  must  have  the'  peculiar 
care  and  training  suited  to  their  needs.  The  character  tausi 
be  developed  along  the  right  lines.  They  must  be  taught 
to  be  neat  and  clean,  and  have  proper  regard  for  the  rights 
of  others.  Their  table  manners  and  their  daily  behavior 
must  be  carefully  watched  and  mistakes  corrected.  Their 
recreation  and  amusement  must  be  properly  provided  for 
and  supervised.  Caring  for  property  and  the  elimination 
of  waste  and  destructiveness  must  be  instilled  into  mem 
daily  by  precept  as  wrell  as  by  example.  To  give  this  train- 
ing requires  the  employment  of  well  trained,  cultured 
supervisors,  matrons  and  house-mothers  who  have  the  love 
of  children  in  their  hearts  and  who  possess  sympathy,  tact, 
and  firmness  of  purpose.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  hav- 
ing our  children  in  the  care  of  such  persons  and  the  results 
have  been  highly  satisfactory. 
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One  great  help  in  training  children  out  of  school  is 
through  the  medium  of  voluntary  clubs  in  charge  of  teach- 
ers or  officers.  Eight  of  these  clubs 
clubs  have  been  in  operation  in  our  school  in 

this  year  as  follows  : 

The  Saturday  Evening  Club,  which  is  composed  of  the 
older  girls,  is  for  social  development,  taking  up  the  differ- 
ent phases  according  to  the  needs  of  the  blind  girl.  For 
instance,  learning  to  be  courteous  and  respectful,  studying 
how  to  meet  people  and  how  to  entertain,  cultivating  a 
well-modulated  voice,  and  eliminating  slang.  They  have 
shown  their  sense  of  responsibility  and  thoughtfulness  for 
others  in  raising  money  each  yeah  for  the  blind  children  of 
Southern  China.  This  is  done  through  the  medium  of  a 
play  which  the  girls  get  up  in  their  spare  time,  entailing  a 
vast  amount  of  labor  and  patience.  Their  meetings  are 
most  interesting,  a portion  of  each  being  devoted  to  singing 
old  time  songs  and  folk  songs.  The  business  part  is  carried 
on  strictly  according  to  parliamentary  law. 

The  Rainbow  Club,  which  has  the  intermediate  girls 
for  its  members,  is  patterned  after  the  Saturday  Evening 
Club  and  is  a stepping  stone  to  the  latter  club.  To  the 
members  of  this  club  the  word  “Rainbow”  means  unity  and 
harmony. 

The  Willing  Learners’  Club  is,  composed  of  girls  from 
the  first,  second  and  third  grades  and  is  the  stepping  stone 
toward  membership  in  the  Rainbow  Club  and,  finally  in  the 
Saturday  Evening  Club.  The  abolition  of  slang,  of  impo- 
liteness of  all  kinds,  learning  correct  table  manners,  and  en- 
deavoring to  foster  helpfulness  for  others,  are  some  of  the 
things  which  this  club  has  been  doing  this  year. 

. I he  Success  Club  is  an  organization  of  the  younger 
boys  in  the  school  and  has  among  its  purposes  the  following: 
clean  speech,  cleanliness  and  neatness  of  person,  proper 
care  of  property,  and  doing  a good  turn  daily.  It  was  very 
pleasing  to  see  how  quickly  these  young  people  caught  the 
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spirit  of  the  club  and  how  they  were  able  in  many  ways  to 
prevent  the  destruction  of  property,  and  to  check  up  care- 
lessness in  caring  for  it.  “Doing  a good  turn''  developed 
thoughtfulness  and  helpfulness  to  a surprising  degree — there 
was  an  unusual  demand  for  soap  and  shoe  polish  so  that 
cleanliness  and  neatness  might  be  kept  up. 

Another  Club,  composed  of  the  pupils  of  the  fifth  and 
sixth  grades  was  organized  during  the  year  for  the  purpose 
of  stimulating  class  pride  and  class  achievement,  not  only 
in  the  literary  department,  but  in  the  gymnasium  and  on 
the  athletic  field. 

Three  Health  Clubs  are  in  operation  in  the  school. 
The  Senior  and  Intermediate  Clubs  are  composed  of  girls, 
and  the  Junior  of  boys  and  girls  in  the  first  and  second 
grades.  Among  the  rules  of  the  Junior  Club  are  the  fol- 
lowing : 

1.  We  never  play  indoors  when  we  can  be  out  in  the  fresh 

air. 

2.  We  drink  at  least  six  glasses  of  water  each  day  including 

one  before  each  meal. 

3.  We  are  careful  to  protect  others  if  we  spit,  cough  or 

sneeze. 

4.  We  drink  no  tea  or  cofifee  and  always  drink  milk  when 

it  is  served. 

5.  We  always  eat  the  vegetables  and  cereals  that  are  served. 

6.  We  always  wash  our  hands  before  eating  or  handling 

food. 

7.  We  brush  our  teeth  thoroughly  twice  each  day. 

8.  We  always  carry  a clean  handkerchief. 

Xo  new  rule  is  put  into  effect  until  the  members  are 
educated  up  to  the  habit.  For  instance,  the  rule  for  brush- 
ing the  teeth  was  not  made  until  they  thoroughly  understood 
that  it  was  a necessary  thing  to  do.  In  the  more  advanced 
Health  Clubs,  the  same  principles  are  carried  out,  with  the 
exception  that  there  are  additional  rules  and  requirements 
suited  to  the  age,  needs  and  intelligence  of  the  members. 
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The  Charles  L.  Taylor  Printing  Department  has  con- 
tinued its  good  work  throughout  the  year.  The  death  of 
its  founder  and  benefactor  is  a great 
Charles  l.  loss  to  our  school.  He  was  so  very 

taylor  much  interested  in  providing  literature 

for  the  blind,  and  in  making  it  possible 
for  our  pupils  and  graduates  to  acquire  a library  of  em- 
bossed type  of  their  very  own.  He  was  a man  of  keen 
judgment  and  one  whose  advice  and  counsel  during  the  past 
fifteen  years  was  of  great  service  and  personal  help  to  the 
management.  His  interest  in  the  blind  was  genuine  and  he 
was  always  thoughtful  for  their  welfare.  Before  his  death 
he  arranged  a trust  fund  whereby  the  printing  department 
will  benefit  and  ensures  the  continuation  of  this  valuable 
work  as  long  as  the  school  exists. 

It  is  with  much  sorrow  that  I speak  of  the  death  of 
William  H.  Long,  first  pupil  enrolled  in  our  institution.  For 
the  past  four  years  he  served  as  execu- 
william  h.  long  tive  secretary  of  the  Pennsylvania  As- 
sociation for  the  Blind,  and  was  a very 
high  type  of  a gentleman.  He  had  splendid  business  ability 
and  was  an  untiring  worker.  As  executive  of  the  Associa- 
tion for  the  Blind  he  co-operated  with  our  school  in  even- 
way  possible,  and  he  made  it  his  business  to  know  personally 
every  graduate  who  went  out  from  the  school.  He  served 
as  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Tuners  who  examined  our 
piano  tuners  before  graduation  from  the  department. 
Through  his  sudden  passing  away  last  August,  the  blind  of 
Pennsylvania  have  lost  a good  friend,  and  our  school  has 
lost  a valuable  advisor  and  helper. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association  was  held 
at  the  school  June  15-17.  and  was  well  attended.  It  was  a 
pleasure  to  welcome  back  to  the  Insti- 
alumni  tution  the  men  and  women  who  had 

association  gone  out  into  the  world  and  made  good 
in  the  battle  of  life.  Numbers  of  them 
came  from  other  States  and  from  long  distances.  Those 


WILLIAM  HAMILTON  LONG 

The  first  pupil  enrolled  in  our  School.  He  was  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Association  for  the  Blind,  and  Director  of  the  Pittsburgh 
Workshop  for  the  Blind,  when  suddenly  called  by  death  last  August.  He  was 
one  of  the  best  known  and  most  efficient  workers  among  the  Blind  in  this  country'. 
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who  had  not  visited  the  school  in  recent  years  were  de- 
lighted with  the  numerous  changes  and  improvements  that 
had  been  made.  William  H.  Long  was  elected  the  first  pres- 
ident of  the  Association,  and  he  is  succeeded  by  Guy  H. 
Nickeson.  The  next  meeting  of  the  Association  will  be  in 
June,  1923. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Frick  Educational  Com- 
mission, your  superintendent  received  a summer  scholarship 
at  Columbia  University,  where  he  took 
mental  a course  in  Mental  Measurements  un- 

measurements  der  Professor  Trabue.  In  public 
school  education,  mental  tests  have  re- 
ceived much  attention  during  the  past  few  years,  and  it  is 
important  in  the  education  of  the  blind  that  this  movement 
be  given  proper  recognition.  The  surveys  and  tests  made 
in  a number  of  schools  for  the  blind  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Samuel  P.  Hayes,  Professor  of  Psychology  of  Mount 
Holyoke  College,  are  both  interesting  and  valuable.  During 
the  past  few  weeks  Miss  Crane,  one  of  Dr.  Hays’  assist- 
ants, has  been  making  tests  in  our  school.  The  expenses  of 
this  research  work  have  been  borne  jointly  by  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Institution  for  the  Blind  at  Philadelphia  and  the  Per- 
kins Institution  for  the  Blind  at  Boston.  The  profession 
owes  these  two  schools  a debt  of  gratitude  for  their  valua- 
ble contribution  to  the  cause  of  the  education  of  the  blind. 

Through  the  generosity  of  a friend  it  has  been  possible 
for  us  to  make  necessary  improvements  on  the  grounds  in 
front  of  the  main  building.  These  have 
improvements  been  beautified  by  the  planting  of 
shrubbery,  hedges  and  plants,  and  now 
present  a very  pleasing  appearance. 

An  appropriation  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  to  install 
new  boilers  was  granted  by  the  last  legislature  but  was  ve- 
toed by  Governor  Sproul.  This  necessitated  considerable 
expense  in  repairing  the  old  boilers  and  equipping  them 
with  smoke  consumers. 
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The  rear  driveway  was  repaved  last  summer  and  ce- 
ment coping  and  gutters  installed.  More  than  the  usual 
share  of  ordinary  repairs  have  had  to  be  made  this  past 
year,  and  the  buildings  are  all  at  present  in  excellent  condi- 
tion. 

The  interest  displayed  in  the  activities  of  the  school  on 
the  Special  Visitors’  Days  has  been  a great  encouragement 
to  every  one  connected  with  the  school 
visitors’  and  we  are  grateful  to  the  members  of 

days  both  Boards  for  their  help  in  making 

these  special  days  a success. 

In  closing  my  report  I cannot  refrain  from  again  call- 
ing your  attention  to  the  need  of  adequate  appropriations  if 
we  are  to  keep  up  the  high  standard  of 
appropriations  our  school . There  is  grave  danger  of 
our  school  degenerating  educationally  if 
better  salaries  are  not  paid  our  teachers.  The  scale  of  sal- 
aries in  the  public  schools  of  this  State  has  been  raised  to 
a remarkable  degree,  and  we  are  unable  under  present  con- 
ditions to  meet  this  raise.  It  is  true,  a number  of  excel- 
lent teachers  have  remained  loyal  to  the  school  and  stayed 
with  us  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  they  are  not  receiving  a 
salary  commensurate  with  their  worth  and  ability.  When 
we  engage  new  teachers,  unless  we  are  willing  to-  pay  more 
than  we  are  giving  some  of  our  experienced  teachers,  we  are 
unable  to  secure  competent  ones.  The  education  of  the  blind 
is  a special  education  and  requires  well  trained  teachers  who 
should  receive  a larger  salary  than  those  who  teach  in  the 
public  schools.  At  one  time  we  were  able  to  offer  attrac- 
tive financial  inducements  for  high  class  teachers  to  enter 
our  special  field  of  education,  but  in  recent  years  we  have 
not  been  able  to  do  this,  causing  a condition  which  will  no 
doubt  hurt  the  efficiency  of  the  school  and  eventually  pre- 
vent the  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  for  which  it  was 
established. 


There  is  not  much  hope  of  improving  this  condition  as 
long  as  the  State  authorities  class  us  among  the  charitable 
institutions  of  the  State,  and  fail  to  recognize  the  important 
educational  work  we  are  doing.  A change  of  classification 
which  would  bring  us  under  the  Department  of  Education 
would  undoubtedly  be  of  great  assistance  in  securing  larger 
appropriations  and  a recognition  of  the  teachers’  needs. 

With  grateful  acknowledgment  of  the  courtesy,  assist- 
ance, and  advice  of  the  members  of  your  Board  in  the  con- 
duct of  the  affairs  of  the  Institution,  and  with  appreciation 
of  the  fidelity  and  loyalty  of  the  staff  of  teachers  and 
officers,

Report  of  Medical  Director 


April  25,  1922. 


Mr.  Thomas  S.  McAloney,  Superintendent, 

Dear  Sir: — During  the  past  year  there  has  been  re- 
markable freedom  from  epidemic  diseases  with  the  excep- 
tion of  influenza  which  was  of  a very  mild  type.  At  this 
time  this  epidemic  was  widespread  throughout  the  city  and 
went  practically  through  all  departments  of  our  Institution. 
The  nature  of  it  was  so  mild  that  it  was  necessary  10  re- 
move only  one  pupil  to  the  Mercy  Hospital,  suffering  from 
broncho-pneumonia.  It  was  not  necessary,  nor  has  it  been 
at  any  time  during  the  year,  to  co-operate  with  the  Bureau 
of  Health  for  contagious  diseases.  The  splendid  team  work 
which  we  feel  we  have  established  with  the  governesses  and 
teachers  in  regard  to  student  health  has  to  a large  extent 
simplified  our  health  problems.  There  was  no  major  sur- 
gery and  very  little  minor  surgery  necessary  during  this 
whole  period.  The  work  of  the  pupils  has!  in  no  way  been 
interfered  with  during  this  year  by  the  embarrassment  of 
disease.

By-Laws 

FOR  THE  WESTERN  PENNSYLVANIA 
INSTITUTION  FOR  THE  BLIND 

Made  and  adopted  by  the  members  of  the  Corporation, 
at  a general  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  and  held 
March  17th,  1887,  with  such  amendments  as  have  been 
made  at  various  meetings  of  the  Corporation,  including  the 
annual  meeting  held  March  14th,  1888,  and  at  the  Directors' 
meeting. 

BUSINESS 

1.  The  business  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  managed 
and  conducted  by  a President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  a Board 
of  Directors,  a Clerk  or  Secretary,  a Treasurer  and  such 
other  Officers,  Agents  and  Committees  as  may  be  appointed 
fom  time  to  time  by  the  Directors. 

DIRECTORS 

2.  The  Directors  shall  be  chosen  annually  by  the 
members  of  the  Corporation,  and  shall  hold  their  offices 
until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead. 

The  Directors  shall  be  divided  into  three  classes,  and 
three  of  them  shall  be  elected  for  a term  of  one  vear,  three 
for  a term  of  two  years,  and  three  for  a term  of  three  years, 
respectively;  and,  at  all  ensuing  elections  of  said  Corpora- 
tion, the  Corporation  shall  only  elect  the  number  of  Direc- 
tors necessary  to  take  the  places  of  those  whose  terms  of 
office  shall  then  expire,  and  such  Directors  shall  then  be 
chosen  for  a term  of  three  years. 

ANNUAL  MEETING 

3.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  for  the 
election  of  Directors  and  the  transaction  of  other  business 
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shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  in  each  year  suc- 
ceeding the  present,  in  the  City  of  Pittsburgh.  Special 
meetings  of  the  members  of  the  Corporation  may  be  called 
by  the  Directors  when  necessary.  Notice  of  all  annual 
meetings  shall  be  published  in  one;  newspaper  in  the  City 
of  Pittsburgh  at  least  five  days  prior  to  any  such  meeting. 

SECRETARY 

4.  The  Clerk  or  Secretary  shall  record  all  the  votes  of 
the  Corporation,  and  the  minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the  Cor- 
porators, and  also  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  in  a book  kept 
for  that  purpose. 

TREASURER 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  $5,000, 
with  such  securities  as  the  Directors  may  require,  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  his-  duties;  and  he  shall  keep  the 
moneys  of  the  Corporation  in  a separate  account,  and  report 
to  the  Directors  whenever  required.  He  shall  pay  all  war- 
rants drawn  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  countersigned 
by  the  Secretary. 

PRESIDENT 

6.  The  President,  or  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Directors,  and  at  meetings  of 
the  members  of  the  Corporation,  and  shall  have  and  exer- 
cise all  the  powers  which  ordinarily  belong  to  the  presiding 
officer  of  representative  bodies. 

QUORUM 

7.  A majority  of  the  members  of  the  Corporation, 
who  are  present  at  any  regularly  called  meeting,  shall  be 
competent  to  transact  business.  Members  may  attend  in 
person  or  proxy. 

POWERS  OF  DIRECTORS 

8.  The  Directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
in  the  Board,  which  may  happen  by  death,  resignation  or 
otherwise. 
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9.  The  Directors  shalll  have  power  to  make  and  en- 
force all  such  rules  and  orders  as  they  may  deem  reasonable 
or  necessary  for  the  management  of  the  affairs  and  business 
of  the  Corporation,  and  for  the  government  of  its  agents 
and  employees. 


MEMBERSHIP 

10.  In  addition  to  the  Corporators  named  in  the  Char- 
ter, members  may  be  admitted  by  the  Corporators  upon  the 
following  terms:  Contributors  of  sums  of  money  or  other 
property  to  the  value  of  $500  may  be  elected  to  life  mem- 
bership ; and  annual  contributors  of  not  less  than  $50  may 
be  elected  to  membership,  but,  in  the  latter  case,  such  mem- 
bership shall  terminate  upon  default  of  such  annual  con- 
tribution. All  members  of  the  Corporation  shall  during  the 
period  of  their  membership  be  entitled  to  vote  at  all  general 
meetings  of  the  Corporators. 

By  action  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  at  the  regular 
monthly  meeting  in  April,  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  By- 
Law  Ten  has  been  amended  by  striking  out  the  following 
words : “Upon  the  following  terms : Contributors  of  sums 
of  money  or  other  property  to  the  value  of  $500  may  be 
elected  to  life  membership;  and  annual  contributors  of  not 
less  than  $50  may  be  elected  to  membership,  but,  in  the 
latter  case,  such  membership  shall  terminate  upon  default 
of  such  annual  contribution.” 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

11.  The  President  shall,  at  the  organization  of  the 
Board  each  year,  appoint  an  Executive  Committee  consist- 
ing of  five  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  who  shall 
examine  and  approve  all  bills,  and  when  found  in  order, 
issue  warrants  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  payment  of  the 
same.  All  bills  must  be  approved  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  every  warrant  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  must  be 
signed  by  the  Chairman  of  that  Committee. 
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12.  The  President  shall  appoint  an  Auditing  Com- 
mittee of  three  members,  who  shall  annually  audit  the  ac- 
counts of  the  Secretary,  Treasurer,  or  other  officers,  and 
make  report  thereof  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  also  to 
the  Corporators. 


AMENDMENTS 

13.  These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  those  present,  at  any  regular  meeting 
of  the  Directors,  provided  due  notice  has  been  given  at  a 
previous  meeting,  and  not  otherwise. 

VISITING  COMMITTEE 

14.  At  the  organization  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
each  year,  the  President  shall  divide  the  members  into 
committees  of  two  members  each,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  in 
course,  month  by  month,  as  individually  appointed,  to  spend 
a part  of  one  day  at  the  Institution,  inspect  the  buildings, 
visit  the  class  rooms,  consult  wth  the  Superintendent  as  to 
the  interests  of  the  school,  and  report  to  the  Board  at  its 
next  monthly  meeting. 

By  action  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  at  the  regular 
monthly  meeting  in  November,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven, 
By-Law  Fourteen  has  ben  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
“At  the  organization  of  the  Board  of  Directors’  each  year, 
the  President  shall  appoint  committees  of  two  members 
each,  one  a member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  other 
a member  of  the  Board  of  Corporators,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  in  course,  month  by  month,  as  individually  appointed, 
to  spend  part  of  one  day  at  the  Institution,  inspect  the  build- 
ings, visit  the  class  rooms,  consult  with  the  Superintendent 
as  to  the  interests  of  the  school,  and  report  to  the  Board  at 
its  next  monthly  meeting.”
